old 3,766,471 pounds of butter ut a 
gross return of over $1,450,000. 
it shipped IHC cars of butter to New 
York, 30 ears to Philadelphia, 20 cars

ad to other markets, 07 
ars. 
Tire association is more and 
more extending its policy of distrib­ 
uting butter to a variety of markets 
in order to avoid a repetition ot^eon- 
litions which arose last spring when 
the New York market declined aw ­ 
ag to the glutted conditions on that 
mark et.

Oldeat Known Pen 
Among the 
recent 
discoveries 
at 
Kish is a great treasure in the shape 
of the oldest known pen. 
Professor 
Langdon, the director of the Weld- 
Blundell and Field museum archeologi­ 
cal expedition, who was delighted at 
finding this bone stylus for writing 
cuneiform, says that many scholars 
had vainly tried to reconstruct the in­ 
strument. 
This stylus is a triumph of 
simplicity. 
It is a bone, six Inches 
long, with a triangular cross section 
and pared ends.

DEATH OF SCHILB 


Seven Witnesses Called And Gave 
Their Testimony Late Monday 
Afternoon 


CORONER'S JURY VERDICT 


Death Resulted From Injuries Re­ 
ceived When Automobile Over­ 
turned on Highway 


This is the verdict of the cor­ 
oner's jury on the death of Wil­ 
helm Schilb: 
“William Schilb died as a re­ 
sult of injuries received by him 
on October 25th, when an auto­ 
mobile in which he was riding 
was over-turned on State Trunk 
Highway No. 2, about two and 
one-half miles east of Brainerd." 
The jury consisted of John M 
Bye. W. E. Brockway. Jena Mol­ 
itor. Harry J. Carlson, F. H. 
Gruenhagen. and Louis Hohman. 
The coroner's Jury held its tuques* 
over the death of Wilhelm Schilb oi* 
Monday afternoon at 
t h e office 
O' 
Coroner D. E. Whitney. 
Clyde Bedel 
Clyde Bedal was the first wltne^ 
called. 
He stated that he was w it Ii 
his wife, his mother, and Mr. and 
Mrs. James Huston, driving east on 
the Oak street road about 5:15 o’­ 
clock on Saturday evening. In t v 
Huston car. 
He saw the Buick cir 
coming toward him from the east, 
and as it passed he heard some on 
yell and the driver of the Buick 
sound his horn. 
Mr. Bedal looked back and stated 
that he saw the Buick skid off th< 
cement paving .then back again. 
It 
swayed back and forth across lh* 
paving two or three times, said Mr 
Bedal, and then turned end for end 
and tipped over In the Aitch. 
The party in the Huston car wen* 
back to the Buick immediately, sain 
Mr. Bedal. 
They saw the legs ann 
lower portion of the body of one en 
the occupants of the car projecting 
from under the overturned machine. 
at the driver’s seat. 
They lifted the 
caf up enough to release this man, 
and dragged him out and placed him 
beride the road. 
Some difficulty wa.; 
experienced, said Mr. Bedal, fn get­ 
ting this man out.

This 
man was identified as Adolph M. Dre- 
fahl, the owner o fthe Buick.

Other witnesses stated that all .if 
the curtains were on the Buick Win n 
lf was wrecked, hut Mr. Drefahl dint­ 
ed that the only curt ii inn that wer*» 
on the car were two short onus, on • 
on each side of the back seat.

Drefahl could not account for the 
fact that he was found In the driv­ 
er h position and Mr. Rrhilb on the 
right side of the front seat after the 
wreck, when he testified that Mr. 
Schilb was driving and that thi 
owner was on the right side of the 
front seat. 
Followin': the Inquest, the coron­ 
er i jury was taken to the lmgrund 
garage, where the wrecked 
Bilic’; 
was Inspected before th* jury retired 
to its deliberations.

DEATH OF SCHILB 


Seven Witnesses Called And Gave 
Their Testimony Late Monday 
Afternoon 


CORONER’S JURY VERDICT 


Death Resulted From Injuries Re 
ceived When Automobile Over­ 
turned on Highway 


This is the verdict of the cor­ 
oner’s jury on the death of Wil­ 
helm Schilb: 
“William Schilb died as a re­ 
sult of injuries received by him 
on October 25th, when an auto­ 
mobile in which he was riding 
was over-turned on State Trunk 
Highway No. 2, about two and 
one-half miles east of Brainerd.” 
The jury consisted of John M. 
Bye, W. E. Brockway, Jens Mol- 
stad, Harry J. Carlson, F. H. 
Gruenhagen. and Louis Hohman. 


The coroner's jury held its inquest 
over the death of Wilhelm Schilb oi< 
Monday afternoon at the office of 
Coroner D. E. Whitney. 
Clyde Bedal 
Clyde Bedal was the first witness 
called. 
He stated tha t he was with 
his wife, his mother, and Mr. and 
Mrs. James Huston, driving east on 
the Oak street road about 5:15 o’­ 
clock on S aturday evening, in the 
H uston car. 
He saw the Buick car 
coming toward him from the east, 
and as it passed he heard some one 
yell and the driver of the Buick 
sound his horn. 
Mr. Bedal locked back and stated 
th a t he saw the Buick skid off flu 
cement paving .then back again. 
Ii 
swayed back and 
forth across tiff 
paving two or th ree times, said Mi 
Bedal, and then turned end for enc 
and tipped over in the ditch. 
The party in the Huston car wen 
back to the Buick immediately, said 
Mr. Bedal. 
They saw the legs ann 
lower portion of the body of one of 
the occupants of the car projecting 
from under the overturned machine 
at the driver’s seat. 
They lifted the 
caf up enough to release this man 
and dragged him out and placed hfm 
beride the road.

If there is such a thing as a duty or an obligation to the public I lint bas 
given them each a fortune, Dempsey and Leonard are throwing down their 
friends, hut there is no such a thing as a prize lighter’s duty. 
It is a ques 
tion if the public gives much of a darn, because Congress hasn't been asked 
to do anything about it. 
But their associates in the business find room for 
complaint on the ground thai they arc acting in restraint of trade. 
Dempsey never has committed himself about Ids ideas of what lie owes 
to the boxing business, but Leonard has said openly I fiat lie is not in debt 
to boxing and that boxing owes him a lot for having contributed his great 
ability and his noble personality to its elevation. 
Leonard told a group of 
newspapermen when he was making one of Dis pictures that lie was sick of 
the boxing game and lie wanted to get out of it. 
He really wants to become 
another Al Jolson or Eddie Cantor, Iwo-million-dollar-a-year stars of tim 
stage, and from bis conversation tho idea is made plain thai be feels he is 
just as good as they are. 
In that one respect be certainly is as funny, as 
they are. 
Leonard is not consistent if he is sincere iii his announced desire to get 
out of the boxing business. He ought to remain and let some one else have 
a chance to make the money he has hauled out of the ring with him. 
He 
ought to give up the title if lie still has a liking for tile game, because he 
can’t make the lightweight limit and it is doubtful that he could make the 
welterweight poundage. 
The lightweight title, of course, even if he should fatten into the boltage 
of a light heavyweight, would still he a means of advertising his sidelines 
and as long as he can get that advertising he will keep the title.

Will H. Dilg, president and founder 
of the isuak Walton League of Amer­ 
ica and editor of Outdoor America, 
made public today a letter from Pres­ 
ident Coolidge, expressing warm ap­ 
preciation of the league’s general pur­ 
poses and particularly indorsing the 
Upper Mississippi Wild Life and Fish 
Refuge. 
Tills project, involves the 
setting aside of three hundred miles 
of river bottom lands, representing the 
last stand of wild and fish life in the 
upper Mississippi Valley.

charge of the Biological Survey and 
I he Bureau of Fisheries, of the De­ 
partment of Commerce. 
Sportsmen 
will he permitted to hunt and fish 
over the area under the reasonable 
scientific regulation of these bureaus.
